Claims 21 & 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Zhang et al, U.S. Patent Publication #2005/00888978 

In Zhang et al Abstract they disclose a method of computing allowable routes 
through a data network using an abstracted network map. The map may be used to 
compute the least cost allowable paths through the network. Zhang et al never 
specifically disclose applicant's "selecting" step, but inherently this is what Zhang is 
doing because the whole idea behind Zhang et al method is to route data through due 
to Zhang's disclosure in fl-0016 of a routing processor and routing algorithm. In 1J-0048 
Zhang et al disclose that weights are assigned to the edges of the network. Each link in 
the abstracted network is associated with a cost of use, which is used to obtain a 
corresponding weight for the graphed edge. The weights guide the selection of the 
least cost path. Applicant discloses in 1J-0037 "[a] label with the lowest cost is chosen 
(step 104) from among those labels with the highest bandwidth." Therefore, applicant's 
"resource availability information" reads upon Zhang et al cost metric. 

Claims 2-20 are allowed. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
